ARTFUL OODflERS. 

It used to Ite the fashion in Califor¬ 
nia when a man, afraid of his record, 
was a candidate for office, to make a 
scape-goat of the “lieatlien Chinee.” 
The Chinese question has Iteen the sal 
vation of many an office-seeker, who 
would have been snowed under out of 
sight had lie appealed to the people 
upon either hi.s merits ur his record 
In this campaign the railroad is lieing 
used by this same class of politicians 
as a suli.«titute-for Jolin Chinaman. 

When the Pacific Railroad funding 
bill was fiefore Congre.ss, the California 
delegation (witli one single exception) 
without regard to party opjiosed it, and 
the bill was defeated. In this regard 
Congressman Maguire was entitled to 
the same credit as liis Rejiublican and 
Democratic colleagues and no more. 
There is at the present time no fund¬ 
ing liill jiending before Congress, nor is 
that question at issue in tliis campaign. 

Under F’resident McKinley the in¬ 
debtedness of the Union Pacific Com¬ 
pany lias lieen settled, and the (lovern- 
raent has received every dollar, both 
principal and interest, amounting to 
over ^(1(1,000,000. With regard to 
the Central Pacific, only a part of the 
amount owUig the Government by that 
company is due. Foreclosure proceed¬ 
ings cannot he instituted again.st the 
Central Pacific Company before 1899. 

Near the close of the last session of 
Congress the Senate Committee on Pa¬ 
cific Railroads, reported an amendment 
to the Deficiency Approjiriation liill, 
authorizing and eniiiowering the At- 
torney-Ceneral, Secretary of the Inter¬ 
ior and tlie Secretary of the Treasury, 
by and with the approval of tlie Presi¬ 
dent, to negotiate the settlement of tlie 
indebtedness due tlie Government fron; 
the Central Pacific Company. The 
plan coiiteiiiplates payment in full of 
every dollar due the Government, in¬ 
cluding both princiiial and interest, 
payments to he made in twenty suni- 
annual payments; deferred payments to 
be 3 per cent interest per annii.'n. In 
case of default upon any payment the 
full amount to become immediately 
due and payable. This amendment re¬ 
ceived the approval of the eighty-nine 
Senators, regardless of party. It was 
approved by Senator .Tones, chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
by Senator Butler, oliairman of the Na- 
tionaf I’oi'ulist Committee, and of 
Senator Pettigrew, chairman of the 
National Silver Committee and of our 
own Democratic Senator, Hon. Stephen 
M. White. In the House Re|iuhlican 
Congressman Barliaiii of California 
tacked on another amendment limiting 
the time for the acceptance of this plan 
by tlie Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
jiany to one year. Therefore, if the 
Central I'aoific Company fails to .accept 
this proposition within one year, then, 
and, in tliat event, the total debt of 
the Company having in tlie meantime 
matured, tlie Government will proceeil 
to foreclose its lien upon the Central 
Pacific Road. This amendment, which 
passed both Houses of Congress, settles 
the question of the Central Pacific 
debt, for, if accepted, the Government 
will get its money with interest: if not 
accepted, foreclosure will secure the 
payment of the debt at once. 

The ahandoninent of the issues of 
the tariff, of free silver, of the build¬ 
ing of the Nicaragua Canal, of the fu¬ 
ture policy of our Government in the 
West Indies and the Philippines, and 
the avoidance of the Single Tax ipies- 
tion liy its chief advocate and apostle, 
to shout railroad ‘‘Funding Bill,” is 
the old trick of California jioliticiaiis 
when they find tlie current of popular 
opinion adverse to them, of crying.

Ho explains by stating that in 
this disease the lining membrane of the 
small intestines becomes intensely in¬ 
flamed and engorged, eventually begin¬ 
ning to slough away in spots, leaving 
well defined ulcers, at which places the 
intestiuul walls become dangerously 
thin. 

Now, a solid food, if taken into the 
stuinael), is likely to produce perforation 
of the intestines, dire results naturally 
following, and, this being the case, 
solid foods or those containing a largo 
uuiount of innutritions snbstauctj are 
to be avoided as dangerous. 

But the jranana, though it may be 
classed as a solid food, coutniuiug as it 
does some 96 per cent nutrition, doea 
not possess sufficient waste to irritate 
the sore spots. Nearly the whole amount 
taken into the stomaoh is absorbed, giv¬ 
ing the patient more strength than can 
bo obtained from other food.—Ameri¬ 
can Druggist.
